The most attrac- 
tive feature of the entertainment was a 
game of '-living whist," in which the 
cards were represented by the Masonic 
orphans, who had been previously drilled 
to aL.solute perfection.

To represent the card table a large 


cloth is stretched on the floor, at the 
sides of which the four players only 
take their seats. 
To tho sounding of a 


bugle c;jll the living cards, enter in pro- 
cession, the kings and queens all attend- 
ed by their knaves and aces, and gimrd- 
ed by the smaller cards. 
After the four 


traits have taken np position the court 
cards begin a stately dance, in which 
the smaller cards join. Then the music 
changes, becoming "more lively. 
It 


grows quicker and quicker by degrees, 
until the whole pack gets apparaptly 
into disorder—to represent "a shuffle.' 
The trumpet sounds again and the cards 
open out, disclosing in the center a little 
blindfold page, who "cuts" the pack 
with his wand. 


Then the "deal" commences. The page 


leads the trump card to its place, an 
the other cards move around to quick 
music, arranging themselves in four 
lines, one on each side of the table 
Another bugle call and the cards ste{ 
around, face the players, step off the ta 
ble and sort themselves into suits. Each 
player in turn now calls out his card 
which turns about and moves Into the 
middle of the table to a dance measure 
and so to the end of the trick. The win 
ning player now calls the winning card 
who, accompanied by the partner's card, 
takes captive the other two, walking 
them off to the porser of the table where 
the tricks are placed.. After all the 
tric'lS have been played and score called 
at a bugle call the winning tricks forni 
fours and inarch round the table in col- 
umn, the beaten (.ricks, with clo\vncasl 
heads, following. Then the corner elec- 
tric "candles" go out, and all is over.— 
New York Recorder.

Tbo ICilucutetl Woman. 


Miss Itebecoa S. Rice, principal of the 


Chicago Oirls' Higher school, spoke as 
follows at the commencement exercises 
recently: 


Do not be afraid of the future of our 


women if you educate them. 
A woman 


crammed with knowledge only is as 
much a monster as a man under the 
same circumstances. Such monsters are 
made easily; it does not take much 
knowledge. Education presupposes di- 
gestion of knowledge—wisdom made 
from it—a growth and exaltation of the 
best powers by it. As, all other things 
being equal, the educated man is more a 
man than the uneducated, hia natural 
abilities having been thereby developed, 
so, by parity of reasoning, the educated 
woman, all other things being equal, 
ought to be more of a woman than the 
uneducated, her natural abilities being 
thereby developed. So far the experi- 
ment of wider scholarship for men and 
women has seemed only to differentiate 
them the more and to make each more 
truly and nobly attractive to tho other. 


Women will leave much of their nar- 


rowness and prejudice behind them in 
the higher halls of learning, and this, 
if you have been observing the great 
facts of history, in which the too 
conservative character of women has 
played a great part, is a consummation 
often devoutly to be wished. 
It looks 


also as though from our colleges were 
coming the impulse that will make our 
women physically stronger and mor 
enduring. The active brain demand 
the active body, but it also nourishes ii 
Knowledge and the conscience wit 
which one always credit women, quick 
ened by knowledge, have already begu 
their work of improving the physica 
condition of the children already grow 
ing up around many of our college wo 
men. 


A Dainty Homemade Powder. 


The use of a simple powder for tbj 


face in the heat of summer is almost a 
necessity of the toilet. It not only cool 
and refreshes the skin, but it check 
that profuse perspiration from which 
many persons suffer. 
The bobt powde 


for this purpose is undoubtedly one pre- 
pared at home. To make such a pow 
der take six parts of good starch and 
two parts of orris root or violet saohe 
powder, if you prefer. Pound the mass 
to 
an impalpable powder. 
Sift i 


through a fine sieve, if it is to bo used 
with a puff. 
A much more agreeable 


way of applying it, however, is a chain 
ois skin 
bag, perforated ropeatcdh 


with a largo needle so ns to let the pow 
der sift through in a little cloud, Ff 
such a bag is incased in a dainty littlr 
cover, crocheted of knitting silk, it wil 
be quite an ornamental as well as agree- 
able adjunct of tho toilet table. 


The best shape for a chamois powdei 


bag ia a flat, circular one, formed of two 
circular pieces of chamois skin aboul 
three inphes across; sev? together 
make a flat pieco. Fill tho bag and pej- 
forate it. To make the cover crochei 
two little mats of white silk, a trifle 
larger than the chamois skins. Add to 
one of the mats a pretty border in rose 
and white, or pale yellow, as yon fancy 
Lay the bag of chamois skin on the bor- 
dered mat and fasten it down with tho 
unbordcred mat, using a row of No. 
ribbon to lace it down in place through 
the meshes of the crochet work. The 
ribbon should match the color of the 
border and should be tied in a dainty 
little bow at one pide,—pfew York Trib- 
une. 


H-ihe'nmu \Vomcn*'s Clubg. 


The women of Bohemia have about 16C 


different clubs and societies organized 
for the advancement and aid of women 
to different lines of work. 
One of the 


clubs or societies, numbering 600 mem- 
bers, is for the purpose of protecting 
young girls. A home is provided foi 
them and opportunities for &tudy in the 
schools afforded until they are old 
enough to go out to bcrvice. Another 
club, the Minerva, is devoted to raisin^ 
the standard of education for women by 
founding schools and bccuiing admis- 
sion of women students to tho univer- 
sities. One college for woman now ex- 
ists, and in four years the University of 
Prague will be opon to them.

It is dated "Haparonda, Sweden, heac 


of the Gulf of Bothnia, 2,500 miles from 
Loudon, Juno 23, 1892," ai.d after de- 
scribing tho journey from London through 
Holland, Northern Germany, Denmark. 
Norway and part of Sweden, the writ-r 
pays: 


"As we advanced northwurd we watched 


sunrisa and sunset with much iulerebf. 
The second night from Stockholm it was 
light enough to read all night. TbtsenHa- 
tkm of being where there was no darkness 
was ntw and peceliar, y<-t ei j lyable. We 
would sit out on deck lookiog and listening 
till 10, 11 and 12 o'clock would pass and 
daylight still ouatinne. When I lay down 
there would be no sleeping. It was my 
first und would be my lust opportunity to 
see tbe wonder, so slf-ep left me. 


We arrived at the mouth of the river at 


10 p. M. on June 18th. and transferred to a 
rivt r steamer to go cp lo Haparonda, seven 
mil"8 up stream, 


Tbo san wus near the horizon and we 


watched it sink to the pine tops, then 
skim along from left to right (for there 
seemed to be no east or west) until 11:30 
then it seemed to disappear, bnt the bo it 
landicg at that time we were shown into a 
north room on the second floor. From the 
window the sun was Btill visible; at 15 
minutes before 12 M. 4-5ths of its disk was 
below the horizon of the pine trees and 
lake; it seemtd to be stationary for a very 
short time, then began ascending and was 
soon shining brightly, 


Wo had at last reached the land of the 


midnight sun, and had our first experi- 
ence. 
After watching tbe long lines of 


yellow light that seemed to straggle with 
distance, fall across the silent landscape 
and still water, casting long, wierd shad- 
ows. I l»y down end slept Ive boors of 
sound, child-like bleep, a thing cot done in 


long time. The scenery nronnd the city 


wag beautiful and grand, there was a vast 
expanse of level pine forest in the distance 


wide stretch of water in lake and river, 


and twosmal} Swedish towns on either side 
of an inlet connected by a long, high foot- 
bridge and boats. Near by and all to the 
west were broad pasture fields now patting 
on their first green.

he Lapland mountains. 


AH day of the 19th, or rather about six- 


oen hours of it, we walked about ic the 
bin, yellow sunlight, which Lad a sooth- 
ng influence, muph like a quiet warm day 
Q Winter in North Carolina.

FAIR YOUNG PIONEERS THESE. 


Now York Nounul College Turns Out Its 


First Girl Bachelors of Arta. 


The big hall of the normal college'of 


the city of New York at Sixty-eighth 
street-and Park avemiewwas filled with an 
audience of 2,000 people Thursday morn- 
ing who had come to see the 273 gradu- 
ated of this year's class in the closing 
exercises of the school. These 273 are 
now fully qualified, as their diplomas 
attest, to teach in Ne\v York's public 
schools. Noticeable among the gradu- 
ates was a group of fifty Tvho wore col- 
ors of orange and white fastened with 
pins bearing tho motto, "Tentanda via 
eat," concerning which one of the wear- 
ers confidently informed n, friend that it 
meant "get out of our way." 


This group was composed of the aca- 


demic part of the cltias, "A. O. 5th," in 
school parlance, and they are the first 
girls who have ever receiver! the degree 
of bachelor of arts from any publicly 
supported institution in this country. 
This,cans-oil no marked difference in 
their appuartiuce, however, from that of 
their le?r; fortunate sisters, except iu the 
colors and pins they wore. There was 
discernible in their countenances, how- 
ever, a subdued consciousness of their 
importance in being tho first class ever 
graduated from the institution to attain 
the lofty general scholarship indicated 
by a olii.is average of over 00 per cent. 


Around the "bachelor band were seated 


tho normal graduates, 223 strong, wear- 
ing lavender and white colors and pins 
ornamented with their/ class motto. In 
tho seats back of the white mass of 
graduates and in the overhanging gal- 
lorios the audience was closely packed, 
while in tho front was the platform 
whore sat the dignitaries of the day. 


A large number of policemen were 


scattered aboxit tho hall, as if fears were 
entertained that the bachelors, in cele- 
bration of their newly acquired mascu- 
linity, might institute a college rush 
or do something equally subversive of 
normal school decorum. The exercises 
passed off without any such disturb- 
ance, however, from the salutatory of 
Harriot M. Raschen to the valedictory 
delivered byLin-a Hall. Tho programme 
was agreeably diversified by some very 
good singu.g by the normal college glf>e 
club, who reflected great credit on their 
training, both in the selection and ren- 
dition of their songs. 


After the essays and distribution of 


the rcg'ular prizes, School Commissioner 
Clara M. Williama, who is herself a 
graduate of tho normal school, awarded 
four prizes, one to tho girl of each class 
having the highest standing, and then 
announced that two prizes, one of twen 
ty dollars, the other of ten dollars, were 
to be awarded for the best essays on 
General Grant, the Grant monument 
coniuiiUoe having offered tho prizes. 
One of turbo was offered to the College 
of the City of New York, but tho stu- 
dents of that enterprising institution 
complained that it was too near exam- 
ination time to woik on essays, so the 
prize intended for them was added to 
the one offered to their more industri- 
ous sistei's.

AN INCIDENT IN THE LIFE OF THE 


EMPRESS OF AUSTRIA. 


Her Horse Took the Bit Between Hla 


Teeth and Made a Terrible Bun—An 
Almost MIraculons Leap Over an Open 


I Drawbridge—A Plncky Woman. 


1 Many years ago I was an eyewitness 
to an accident which befell the empress 
of Austria, and which was so terribli 
that her escape from death seems to mi 
even now a miracle. 


Elizabeth of Austria, as she liked to 


call herself, was at that time not onlj 
the most daring but also the best rider 
in the world. No man or woman ever 
knew better how to take ap obstacl 
than this most charming of all crowne( 
women. 
Though her majesty was then 


already a grandmother, on horseback 
she could give odds to the best Hun 
garian and English riders. The party 
at the event of which I am writing con 
sisted of the empress and a large ntim 
ber of Austrian and foreign gentlemen 
riders, who seemed to have gathered to 
gether from all parts of Europe. 
Mosi 


of them were known as prominen' 
horsemen. This was not surprising con 
sidering that the empress would never 
take the field in company of poor riders 


On this occasion the empress rode a 


very spirited young horse, which she 
had obtained in Lancashire when on a 
visit to England, and to the training o: 
which she had personally attended for 
nearly a year. Everything went wel! 
after the start until we crossed a high 
way leading to a small Hungarian 
country town a short distance off. Pass 
ing a white painted milestone the em 
press' horse shied, and suddenly be 
coming uncontrollable it dashed doivn 
the road in the direction of the town 
Prom appearance it was evident thai 
the animal had succeeded in taking the 
bit between his teeth and that no earth- 
ly power could stop it on its mad run- 
away. 


Although we all followed the empress, 


none of us seemed to gain upon her, 
Flying we passed through the little 
town, much to the amazement and the 
terror of the few people in the streets 
A short distance beyond the town was a 
shipping canal, and to our horror we 
saw that the drawbridge spanning the 
canal was open so as to permit the pas- 
sage of somo boat. In a moment we 
realized that the empress was running 
straight into tho jaws of certain death. 


Faster and faster we went on in pur- 


suit, but faster and faster also seemec 
the empress' horse to fly. Now it hac 
reached the open bridge. 
Would ii 


stop? Before we had time to think we 
saw the animal dash up the incline ol 
the open bridge like a flash of lightning, 
For a moment we coxild not but close 
our eyes and a shudder convulsed every 
man in the cavalcade. 
It was a terrible 


moment—a moment during which fear 
and horror alternately kept us merci- 
lessly in their pangs. When we openec 
our eyes again, still riding as fast as our 
horses could go, the fair rider and her 
runaway had disappeared. 


We had no doubt that the Inevitable 


had happened and that Elizabeth oi 
Austria was drowned in the slow anc 
turbid waters of the canal. 


The idea was a terriblo one. 
Mj* <pen 


is too weak to describe the confusion 
among us and the agony of suspense 
that followed and seemed to make each 
rider quiver in his saddle. Almost un- 
consciously we hail stopped our horses 
just before reaching the incline to the 
open draw. As a matter of fact our ex- 
citement was so great that we did noi 
even notice that one of our number, 
Count Szepany.'if 1 remember well, was 
also missing. 
All our faculties natural- 


ly had followed the empress only. 


There we were, halting before that 


terrible bridge like a p;xek of cowards, 
with nobody among us plucky enougl; 
to ride into death with an empress. 


A few seconds later the inclines of the 


bridge were lowered again, but nobody 
of our company seemed to even attempl 
to pass it. 


From the pangs of fear and horror we 


had passed into those of amazement. 
Several hundred yards beyond the bridge 
we beheld riding toward us a lady on a 
foaming steed. It was the empress, anc 
at her side the only gallant man of the 
crowd, Count Szepany. 
Her majesty 


firmly sat her horse, and appeared as 
cool and collected as if nothing had hap- 
pened. 


Smilingly did she make fun of us and 


our anxiety. Her fine raillery was just 
as much justified as it was inoffensive 
when she saw the pitiable figure we cul 
in her exalted presence. 


The empress' horse was very lame, 


and closer examination showed that it 
had dislocated its right hind fetlock. In 
jumping tho opon draw between the 
wings of the bridge the hind feet of the 
empress' horse had caught one of the 
iron rails at the edge and torn off one of 
its hind shoes. 
The most extraordinary 


feature of the accident was how the 
horse ever could have gone down tho 
incline without breaking its own and 
the rider's neck. The only explanation 
for this small miracle, however, might 
be found in the fact that the empress 
never lost her presence of mind for a 
minute when on horseback, and that, 
though the animal was uncontrollable, 
she must have sat it to perfection. With 
regard to Count Szepany, he was unable 
to give any account of his escape. More- 
over, he did not even remember whether 
his horse made the jump before or after 
the empress'. He simply said that dur- 
ing the jump he closed his eyes for a 
second, and that he then experienced'a 
sensation as though the water were bub- 
bling over his head.—Harper's Young
